He stated that unregulated 
trucking privileges had done more 
to develop rural Kentucky than 
any other factor. 

Truck trips are irregular, but 
provide an extremely fiexible 
service which would be difficult 
to standardize without putting 
out of business the very units 
upon which the small shipper 
depends, he said. Trucking is 
faster than freight service, with- 
in its economical radius and is 
not hampered by terminal serv- 
ice or schedules. 

He read a number of telegrams 
from Lexington and _ Louisville 
firms protesting against Federal 
regulation. 

R. C. Kunz, representing the

Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
Washington, July 29.— Exports 
of agricultural equipment, includ- 
ing tractors, from the United States 
during the twelve months ended 
last month amounted to $90,029,- 
469, a gain of $27,323,520, or more 
than 43 per cent. over the preced- 
year, and established a 
new record, the Department of 
Commerce announced today. 

Exports during the last fiscal 
year were more than 30 per cent. 
greater than those of the 1924 fis- 
cal year, and more than double the 
foreign shipments during the fiscal 
year ended June, 1923. 

Shipments of wheel tractors 
comprised more than one-third of 
the total shipments and amounted 
in number to 58,546, valued at 
$33,492,674. This was only double 
the efforts of 30,070 valued at 
$16,847,447, during the prceding 
year and was several hundred per 
cent. greater than the exports of 
tractors in any of the other years 
immediately preceding, with the 
exception of 1920. 


WISCONSIN AUTO LAW

Milwaukee, July 29.—The con- 
Stitutionality of the Wisconsin law 
providing for service on foreign 
automobiilsts in suits arising from 
use of automobiles in Wisconsin 
is now being questioned and a test 
suit is now under way in the Su- 
preme Court of the state.

J Masson, professor of chemical 
engineering at New York Uni- 

versity, testifying in the Sixth 

District Magistrate’s Court, de- 
| geribed the exhaustive tests used 
;} im determining the quality of 
| sutomobile lubricating ofl pur- 

chased by investigators of the * 

American Fair Trade League in® 

the league’s crusade against dis- 

honest filling stations. 

According to the witness, it is 
impossible to detect inferior oils 

| by the eye alone, and extremely 
| difficult, therefore, for the motor- 
ist to check up on whether he is 
getting the brand of oil he orders 
and pays for. Dr. Masson said that 
}it took him on the average five 
hours to test a sample-of oil, and 
that the tests employed show spe- 
cific gravity, viscosity, the temper- 
atures at which the oil will flash 
and take fire.and the temperature 
{at which it will pour. 

The expert’s testimony was given 
in the case of the Peopie versus 
Boris Goodman, a filling station 
| proprietor of 1225-27 Washington 
Avenue, The Bronx, who is charged, 
'on the complaint of the American 
Fair Trade League, with violating 
| Section 2354 of the penal law in 
| relation to unfair business prac- 
tices. 

One of the league’s investiga- 
tors testified that on three differ- 
ent occasions he had purchased 
oil at the defendant’s garage and 
that on each occasion chemical 
tests had showed that the oil he 
received was not the brand he 
ordered and paid for. Dr. Masson 
testified regarding these oil an- 
alyses. Magistrate Abraham Ros- 

; enbluth, who presided, held the 
| defendant under bail for trial 
by the Court of Special Sessions, 

The _ investigator, Frank ‘§S. 
Douglass, Jr., declared that the oil 
he purchased from Goodman was. 
poured from an original five-gal- 
lon can ~-bearing the name and 
trade-mark of the oil he called for, 
and that the defendant assured 
| him that the oil furnished was of 
| this brand. 

“There has developed a prac- 
tice on the part of the public,” 
said Dr. Masson, “which has 
encouraged illegal practice on 
the part of the oil vendor. This 
consists in the purchase of oil 
from other than sealed con- 
tainers—that is, loose as by the 
pint or quart. The practice of 
driving up to a station and sim- 
ply asking for a quart of ‘black 
oiV frequently results in the 
vendor’s delivering a quart of oil 
which bears no relation to that 
requested. 

“The average autoist is not, nor 
is he expected to be, an expert on 
lubricating oils. Realizing the 
of the purchaser and the 
infrequency of his purchase at the 
particular station, the vendor feels 
reasonably selling a quart 
of oil other than that requested, 
and of inferior quality, purchased 
by him at a low figure, but sold at 
the price of the oil requested.”

Compulsory Insurance 

ITHIN recent months there has been a nation-wide 
agitation in this country for compulsory insurance 
legislation. There is a tendency in many quarters to con- 
fuse compulsory insurance with safety legislation. The fact 
that a car is covered by insurance does not make the driver | 
any more careful than he was before. In fact, as President! 
Thomas P. Henry of the American Automobile Association 
remarks: ‘“‘When insurance is arranged for, the feeling of 

liability on the part of the individual is lessened. 

“No insurance,” the statement continues, “can pre- 
vent suffering or restore life. No doubt a great many 
motorists who are insured feel that because of their 
insurance they need not exercise so much care while 
driving. It would be a most human, a most natural but 
unfortunate and regrettable attitude. If the state guar- 
antees to pay everybody who is hurt on the roads a 
stipulated indemnity, the reckless and irresponsible can 
go the limit with no fear of anything but criminal 
responsibility.’ 

We shall all do well to remember this plain statement 
of undoubted fact in relation to the growing agitation for 
compulsory insurance and not allow the subject to become 
confused with activities looking to the progress of safety 
in traffic. 

Installment Buying Abroad 

ROM time to time this newspaper has called attention to 

the penetration of American ideals and ideas into the 
automotive industries of Europe. France and England both 
have car manufacturers definitely committed to the idea of 
mass production achieved by American methods. 

And now there is evidence that foreign countries are 
taking up the American idea of paying for the car as it is 
used. In both England and France deferred payment pur- 
chases of motor vehicles are becoming more and more com- 
mon. In England longer terms are extended than we con- 
sider good business in this country. 

This development marks more than an interesting 
departure in merchandising methods abroad. It repre- 
sents the first real attempt to convert motoring from a 
function of the wealthy to a habit of the masses, as it is 
in this country. By giving the ordinary citizen a chance 
to pay for his car from income and by bringing down the 

rices of cars through mass production, the foreign 

tmdustries are embarking on a new era which will have 
a tremendous effect on their whole future progress. 

In the final analysis this whole development means that 
motor transportation is going to become a major factor in 
world affairs. It means also that for many years to come 
foreign countries are going to take an increasingly import- 
ant part of our production. As a matter of fact if the
